The taxes should not bo expended un- 
til they 
are 
collected. This plan 


should eliminate costly interest-bear- 
ing obligations and encourage econ- 
omy. 


Tax duplicates should be collected 


»nd settled within tho fiscal year. 
Thq adoption of this rule would save 
many exonerations and obviate the no- 
cpiiity of paying out large sums for 
interest on borrowed money. 


The net Indebtedness of Xe'v Ha- 


ven, aside from municipal real esitate 
owned, is $8,768, as against $132,092 
for Connellsville
